JOHN GEORGE it appeared on his 
trial, was connected with a numerous 


gang of lmugglers, and a seizure having 


been mage to a large amount by an ofh- 
cer of excise, he, with a number more 
commenced a fmart attack upon the par- 
yy who w:re left in charge of the contra- 
band goods, (conſisting of {pirits and to- 
bacco an in he skirmilh two of the of- 
licers men were badly wounded ; the un- 


fortunate Joux GronGe was observed 
very active in the riot, and was seen to 
diſcharge a musket at the officers. He 1s 
about 42 years of age, and has much the 
appearance of a countryman ; he leaves 
a wife, and young family to mourn his 


untimely end. 


William FizIp was convicted of 
coining ſhillings and ſix- pences, ma houſe 
in Twiſter's-alley, Bunhill- row, the ofh- 
cers who apprehended him, found the 
various articles uſed by coiners, and like- 
wile ſeveral pieces in an unfiniſhed state, 
the evidence was exceeding clear, and 
from the nature of his offence could have 
little hopes of mercy, he is a man about 
40 years of age.
